SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, Hawaii – The Army is advising the community of a military 
convoy along the H2 freeway and Farrington Highway, Nov. 20, as Soldiers from the 25th 
Infantry Division, here, travel to Makua Military Reservation to complete medical 
evacuation training.

The Army is coordinating this effort with the Honolulu Police Department; however, 
motorists are advised to be alert and drive with care.  
 

Additionally, community members in the vicinity of MMR may experience an increase in 
noise due to the training. The level of noise will vary depending on weather conditions. 
Overcast conditions may increase noise and vibrations.
